Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see pages 7 and 8 of the remarks, filed 03/14/2008, with 
respect to claims 1 and 4 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejections of claims 1 and 4 and their dependent claims have been withdrawn. 

Election/Restrictions 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 8- 
19 directed to inventions non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 8-19 have 
been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 ,2 and 4-7 are allowed over the present prior art of record.
